THE SUEZ CANAL,
Tur oanal through the Tsthmus of Suez,
which is to divide Asia and Africa, conneot
the waters of the Moditerranean, and open
a now youte from Europe to India, after
having boen thlked about for centuries, is
about to become o thing secomplished. The
ontting of this cannl, like the laying of the
Atlantic cable and the building of the Pacific
Railrond, is one of the greal engineering
triumphs of the nincteenth century. For
years the work has been in progress, and grave
doubts have boen oxpressed as to whother it
could be brought to a snccessfnl conclusion,
The main diffioulty was not in the digging of
the canal itself, althongh that was a mngnifi-
oent fentof engincering skill and perseverance,
but in the construction of suitable harbors at
its ontlets. It was feared that the obstacles
to be overcome at the Mediterranean end
especially would he insuperable; but science,
diligence, and monoy have sufficed to over-
comé them and to bring the problem toa

During the late
war in  this country, {he eirenlation
of millions of counterfeit Confederate notes
in the Bouth, by Union soldiers, sxercised an
important influence in hastening the financial
ruin of the Confederacy, which precipitate]
its military overthrow. In the light of subse-
quent events, it is not at all improbable that
Andrew Johnson added to his other crimes
the fearful sin of conspiring against the
credit of the mation which he ruled.  If this

The gratifying condition of the Treasury is
largely due to a complete reversal of the
Johusonian policy. Instead of enconraging
counterfeiters, whisky rings, and other depre.
dators upon the Treasury, the most earnest
efforts wre constantly being made to expose,
arrest, and punish these dangerous criminals,
The detectives are busily at work, flagrant
custom house and internal revenue frands
are constantly being unearthed, and gangs of
counterfeiters broken up. Withont subjeqt-
ing honest citizens to additional taxation, the
Treasury receipts are largely increased by the
preoautions taken against evasions of legal
taxation. A new spirit has been infused into
all the varied ramifications of the Treasury
Department, and by the exercise of vigilance
and honesty on the one hand,and of économy on
the other, the administration is uietly but
surely demonstrating that the American
people ocan not only hear the burden of the
present debt, but rapidly liquidate it.

Among the desirable results of this reform
which is probably not very distant is another
reduction of taxation, and in no form would
this be more acceptable than in a modificd-
tion or repeal of the income tax.

ouly 180 miles of track. The distauce from SI.
Cloud on the Mississippl, the present terminus of the
Minnesota Pacifie Rallway, to the north bend of the
Missonrl, is 250 miles. From St. Cloud, at a distance
of only 188 miles, Fort Abercrombie, on the Red
river of the North, |8 reached, thus opening up steam
communication with Pembins and the vast territo-
ries of the old Hudeon's Bay Company.

“The commerce of this country by ox-carts has
long been & most lmportast item (n the prospericy of
St. Paul. Small steamers run up the Upper Missour
from g most northerly bend some 60 miles or
more, to & point from which 1t 18 only 800 miles to
the navigable waters of the Lowis Fork of the Co-
lumbin.

Northern Road will be mainly up the valley of the
Missouri and down that of the Columbin.~ It will
undoubitedly have two termini—one at Portland,
Oregon, and the other on Paget's Sound, and o the
latsar cose the shortest route may require the oross-
ing of an addittonnl summit in passing from the
Valley of the Columbia; but this will not VLY ession-
Lially any of the facts o Whioh & correct eatimate
may ho hased i reference 1o the Inclliny of operating
the rogd,

Henee the
northern le would have the most mportant adyian-
tages in competing for throngh trade pod tratle be-
